That is the only rea- 
scn I am not using it. 

“Putting the label on stationery is 
the zame as if you took the label from 
the inside of your hat and pasted it 
on the outside. I am sure that would 
spoil the appearance of your hat, 

‘The union label is a thing that can’t 
be so placed or so concealed on station- 
ery that it will not mar and disfigure it. 

“Tl hope, though, that a little thing 
lice this will not prevent the Central 
Trades and Labor Union from co-oper- 
ating in the work of the National 
Prosperity Association.’’ 

Label Must Be Ona, 

“T certainly do not think that the Ab 
lied Printing Trades label is ugly,”’ said 
Mr. Kreyling.

James B. Wilbur, president of the 
Royal Trust Co. of Chicago, testified 
in the trial of Edward G. Lewis in the 
United States District Court Monday. 
He said the demand for a mail-order 
bank, by which another channel than 
the postoffice and express money order 
systems for remitting money could be 


opened up, was, to him, the most ap- 
pealing feature of Lewis’ People’s Unit- 
ed States Bank. 

Lewis is charged with using the mails 
in a scheme to defraud, in the organi- 
zation of the People’s United States 
Bank. Wilbur is a witness for the de- 
fense, — 

Wilbur was asked by Judge Barclay, 
senior attorney for Lewis, if he knew 
Lewis’ general reputation in the bank- 
ing world before the present charges 
were made. 

Good Reputation, Says Judge. 

Judge Riner interrupted with the 
statement that, from the testimony of 
other witnesses for the defense, the rep- 
utation of Lewis would be considered 
good. 

“I have allowed you to introduce five 
witnesses, who have testified that Mr. 
Lewis’ reputation was good before these 
charges were made,’’ said Judge Riner, 
“and it is considered established that it 
was so, unless the Government should 
try later to prove the contrary. I us 
ally allow only four witnesses on that 
point,”’ 

Wilbur testified that Lewis told him 
of the plan of the bank before it was 
Organized, and that he, Wilbur, bought 
$500 worth of stock in the bank. Oth- 
er officiais of the Royal Trust Co. 
bought People’s bank stock. 


Would Have Bought More. 
He said he would have bought more 


of the stock if the rule had not been 
that only $500 worth could be purchased 
by any one person. 

Lewis had a personal credit of over 
$100,000 in the Royal Trust Co.—all that 
he ever asked for after his bank had 
been organized and the Lewis Publish- 
ing Co. had a $50,000 ‘‘line of credit,’ 
Wilbur testified. 

The witness was asked what he con- 
sidered the value of the “good will” of 
the People’s Bank before it was closed 
by the fraud order. 

Judge Krum, attorney for the Govern- 
ment, was overruled in his protest that 
there was “no such thing as the ‘good 
will’ of a bank.’’ Mr. Wilbur said he 
was not competent to answer the in- 
quiry. 

Couldn’t Have a Runa. 
W. F. Carter. of the Missouri-Lincoln 


Trust Co., attorney and director of the 
People’s Bank Board of Directors, was 
the second witness. He testified that 
one of the most appealing things to him 
in the People’s Bank plan was the fact 
that the stockholders and depositors 
were not residents of St. Louis and that, 
for that reason, no local disturbance 
could affect the bank and cause such a 
thing as a “run.” 

The witness identified“a copy of the 
Post-Dispatch of May 31, 1906, in which 
the result of the bank investigation was 
exclusively told. 

Mr. Carter said he became a member 
of the Board of Directors after the pub- 
lication appeared, ; 

He was ot allowed to answer the 
question how extensively the Post-Dis- 
patch circulated in and about St. Louis, 
the attorneys fer. the Government ob- 
jecting to it. A similar objection to the 
effect of the article was sustained by 
Judge Riner. : 

His Purpose Sought.

One Bed Slept In. 


“By that time William Clifford was 
there. Then William Humphrey came. 
We got a ladder and placed it at the up- 
stairs window. Humphrey went up to 
the windows and looked in. He said 
the children were not in the beds. 

“One bed looked, he said, as if some- 
body had slept in it, but the other did 
not. They told me I had better go to 
town and tell the Sheriff. 

“I hitched up and drove in, and‘ toid 
Deputy Sheriff Anstiss, It was ‘§ 
o'clock by the Courthouse clock when I 
reached his house. 

“When I got back the walls were near- 
ly all down. Sheriff Smutzer came out 
and told me to take care of the stock.

President of Manufacturers Accuses 
Executive of Demagogy in Advo- 
cating Hepburn Amendment. 


NEW YORK, May 11.—Denouncing 
President Roosevelt as a demagogue, 
James W. Van Cleave of St. Louis, 
president of the National Manufactur- 
ers’ Association, today threatened: a 
bolt of 11,000 Republican manufacturers 
from the party ticket in the coming 
campaign, which sanctions the Presi- 
dent’s policy toward labor.

Several Persons Are Reported 
; Killed by Fierce 
Windstorm. 


WOODWARD, Ok., May 11.—A succes- 
sion of tornadoes swept over a district 
2% miles southwest, south and southeast 
ef Woodward late yesterday and last 
night. Several small towns, all off the 
railread and without telegraphic com- 
munication, are reported destroyed; 
many persons have been injured and 


several are reported killed. 

Some of the towns reported to have 
suffered severely are Grand, Arnett. 
Vici, Mutual, Estelle, Cooley and Rich- 
mend. At each place casualties are said 
to have resulted. 

The known casualties are: 

At Arnett—A man named Hale killed; 
half a dozen persons injured, one fa- 
tally. 

At Little Robe, 55 miles southwest ef 
Woodward—Mrs. J. E. Hale, killed. 

The little town of Cestos, Dewey 
County, is reported wiped off the map. 
_ At Vici—Dr. ‘Hauser, fatally injured. 

At Mutual—Arthur Sibel, his wife and 
several others seriously injured. 

Grand, the county seat of Ellis Coun- 
ty, is said to have been wholly wrecked. 

All these places are 25 miles from 

railroad. Wires are down.

One would hafdly expect an attorney for the 
St. Louis Lighting Trust to taunt the people with 
their failure to act in their own behalf against 
the assaults of monopoly, and yet that appears 


to have been the only defense that the trust! 


made.to the suit brought by Cireuit Attorney 
Sager to oust the combination. 

Monopoly was admitted and discrimination in 
rates- was admitted, but it was held that the 
anti-trust law does not apply to this case be- 
cause the people have a remedy in their own 
hands. j 
If the city of St. Louis does not relish the 
situation in which it finds itself by reason of the 
excessive enterprise and greed of the North 
American Trust, says its attorney, in effect, why 
does it not establish its own public service, such 
as light, power and street railways? Why does 
it not grant franchises: to competing companies? 
‘And why does it not exercise the power of con- 
trol and regulation? 

These are questions which the *trust’s repre- 
sentatives would not venture to put s0 boldly to 
the people as they did to the court, and so “the 
Post-Dispatch repeats them in the interest of all 
concerned and once more asks: 

Why? 

The answer may be brief and to the point. 
These things are not done because the influence 
of the North American Trust and of all the 
subsidiary and collateral interests in this town 
which make common cause with it has been and 
still is exerted upon a discredited Municipal As- 
sembly to prevent any effective action whatever. 

It is. hardly to be imagined, in spite of the 
pleadings of learned lawyers, that St. Louis loses 
any of its rights in this matter by non-use or 
that its own neglect deprives it of the protec- 
tion of the laws of the State, 

Leaving that question, however, to the court, 
where it belongs, it becomes highly important to 
know what reply the city is to make to a trust 
which impudently points out-the remedies against 
itself, and with even greater audacity asks: 
“What are you going to do about it?” 


The Municipal Assembly is now contemplating | 


a long recess, partly for the purpose of avoiding 
action upon the measures so confidently recom- 
mended by the attorneys of the trust itself. Is 
that body to be permitted to crown long and 
obedient service to monopoly in this fashion? 
Is the Assembly to leave the town for another 
season in the grip of a trust which feels so secure 
in its position that it names the weapons that 
may easily be seized for its destruction and then 
asks: 
“Why do you not use them?”’ 
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INNOCENCE UNDER ARREST. 

Stout women of middle age and not too benevo- 
lent countenances who chance to travel need not 
be surprised for some time to come if they find 
themselves under arrest .on suspicion in connec- 
tion with the crimes of Mrs. Gunness of Laporte. 

Because the woman seized in New York State 
the other night expressed great amazement and 
alarm on learning the cause of her detention, 
the local authorities concluded that her trepida- 
tion amounted almost to a confession.

NEW YORK, May 11.—America will 








not send a representative crew to the 


‘Olympic games. regatta to be held at 
‘Henley on the Thames on Julv 29. 


There is a bare possibility of a crew 
being entered, but it will not be a rep- 
resentative one. 

Although no official announcement has 
been made, the American Committee on 
Rowing—James Pilkington of the Na- 
tional Association of Amateur Oars- 
men and Julian W. Curtiss of Yale—has 
practically abandoned all efforts to get 
to pupae an eight-oared crew. 

t has been found impossible to raise 
sufficient funds to derray expenses. The 
appeal to the amateur clubmen met with 
little or no response. There was con- 
siderable se gg to the plan of 
Messrs. Pilkington and Curtiss for se- 
lecting the members of the crew. 


Plan Excluded Many: . 

It was the intention of the Regatta 
Committee to select the best oarsmen in 
the college crews that will row at New 
London and Poughkeepsie! This would 
have included Yale, Harvard, Pennsy!- 


vania, Columbia, Corneli, Syracuse, 
Wisconsin and Georgetown. About 30 
men were to be selected and after a 
series of tryouts the necessary number 
of oarsmen to constitute the crew, to- 
gether with the substitutes, were to have 
been sent. 

It was suggested that the crew might 
ba strengthened by the addition of one 
or more amateur oarsmen, should they 
merit a seat-in the shell. 

‘With the preference shown to the col- 
legians, the rowing clubs threw cold 
water on the plan. They declined to help 
the committee unless the college oars- 
men were practically eliminated. 


Colleges Don’t Respond.
